“For some considerable time past 
the line elevators have been giving 
serious consideration to the most 
effective and constructive manner in 
which they could assist In agricul¬ 
tural problems. The proper personnel 
to undertake such a work was their 
first consideration and they are now 
pleased to announce the appointment 
of Professor Neatby who is an out¬ 
standing authority on field crops and 
agriculture generally,” said G. W. P. 
Heffelflnger, president of the Line 
Elevators’ Association. “He will be 
given a free hand in dedicating the 
work of this new department to the 
welfare and advancement of farming 
in Western Canada. Particular 
thought will be given to seed grain 
and crop improvement work.” 

Professor Neatby spent his early 
years in Saskatchewan and in 1924 
obtained his B.S.A. degree at the 
University of Saskatchewan. He per¬ 
formed graduate work in cereal 
breeding at tlie University of Sas¬ 
katchewan in 1925-26 and at the 
University of Minnesota in 1927-26 
in genetics and plant pathology, 
where he obtained his M S.A. degree. 
From 1926 until 1935 he was attached 
to the Dominion Rust Research 
Laboratory as cereal specialist and 
in 1935 was appointed head of the 
field crops department cf tho 
University of Alberta.
